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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants assert that neither Chu nor Kanno 
discloses each an every element of the claimed invention. More specifically, neither reference supposedly does not disclose a first 
syringe having amale end portion and a second syringe having a female end portion. In the Final Office Action, the Examiner asserted 
that the open transitional phrase "comprising" allows the "existence and use of the additional connection element." In the Chu reference, 
the connection piece essentially creates a female end portion in the second syringe such that the male end portion of the first syringe 
may mate with the female end portion to create a connection. Clearly, Chu also discloses that the female end portion has one or more 
exteriorly protruding members 52 so as to detachably fit with the locking ring 42. Applicant's second argument is based on the ground 
that Applicant's device forms a mixed composition without "resulting] in a significant loss of the composition." Examiner posits that the 
Chu device is capable of reducing any significant loss of composition during the mixing process. Applicant's arguments lack any 
empirical evidence that the Chu device would cause a significant loss of composition. Applicant's third argument asserts that Chu 
provides no motivation in combining with the teachings of Kanno. However, the Examiner explicitly states such motivation in his 
arguments found in pages 3-4 of the Final Office Action.
